The feeding quality or tendency to lay 
on tat, which is one of the most important 
cearacteristics of the meat, producing 
breeds of animals is also hereditary. 

Those familiar with the various breeds 
of domestic animals will call to mind mauv 
Cases that illastrate the heredity of the 
procreative powers. 

Of the high bred families of the improy 
ed breeds some sre remarkably prolific, 
while others are almost uniformly deficient 
this important quality. 

Any abnormal peculiarities of the animal 
organization constituting disease wether 
of structure, of function are liable to be 
transmitted from parent to offspring. 
B-sne spavin, curbs, ringbone and other 
similar affections of the bones and joints 
are of frequent occunjence in the heredity- 
form. 

Many cases are on record illustrating 
the heredity of this olass of diseases, which 
we need not quote as thfr fact ..of then 
ir-iusinissiou is familiar to every one.

ATAVISM. 

Any peculiarity of an Ancestor, more 
ss remote, vhetlier of form, color, habits 
>r r>redis|aisition to disease, may make 
ppearancj iu the offspring without having 
■een observed iu t.lm parents. 

This form of heredity, technically termed 
Atavi-m, has for a long time been recog¬ 
nized bv breeders under a variety of names 
■s -throwing hack,” “crying back,” 
breeding back.” etc. Goodall relates an 
interesting case that occurred iu the Ken¬ 
nebec Valiev. Many years ago there were 
a sew polled cattle in that locality, but 
they fiuslly became extinct. For tbisty- 
five years after the last of those polled 
c.ttle was killed th- cattle on the farm of 
Mr Wingate, all had horns; but at the 
end of that time a polled animal made its 
app~sranee iu his herd, with all the char- 
aeteri9tic8 of the original breed. 

It is stated on the authority of M>- 
Sidey that iu a litter of Essex pigs tw< 
young ones appeared with marks of the 
Berkshire that had been used as a cross 
twenty-eight years before. 

In theSuortborn herd-hooks ma" be found 
numerous instances of the at.avic inheri¬ 
tance of color aud almost eyery breeder 
can furnish from his own experience many 
cases of a similar character.

FECUNDITY. 

The conditions of the animal organiza¬ 
tion that have iufluetice upon the fuuetion 
of reproduction seems to require more than 
a passing notice. 

The fertility of animals is frequently in 
flueuoed by changes in their surroundings 
and habits that cannot in themselves be 
considered unfavorable to the healthv 
action of the system. 

It has been observed that the procreati ve 
powers are impaired, or even entirely 
wanting, in many wild Bpecies, when [ ttafcJies.

For the purpose of gaining a knowledge 
of ihe principles involved in the breeding 
together of anhn&hi that are olosely related, 
we will first, exnn.ine the practice 01 those 
who have gained so high reputation a* 
breeders of domesticated animals, aud 
thou consider the objections to their 
method of improvement. 

From the timoof Bakeweli the breeders, 
who have gamed the greatest reputation, 
bat e evidently aimed to establish in their 
flocks, and herd certain well marked char- 
aoters, that adapted the animal to a par- 
ticnIar purpose. 

Id gixing expression to their ideal tppe, 
r stan-laid of excellence, tney found it 
necessary to limit their selection of breed 
ing stock to the animals that hail charac¬ 
ters they wished to perpetuate. 

As it was only from the animals de¬ 
scended from a common aucestry—with 
the same beroditr.rv tendencies, that tha 
desired variations were found, they were 
frequently compelled to breed together 
animals that were more or less olosely re- 

The.'r selections were made to secure ii» 
both parents the same general character¬ 
istics that they wished to obt un in the off. 
Hprnigs.ai-d the close relationship observed 
in their breeding stock were but the ueces- 
irv incidents of their practice. 

Close breeding with them was but & 
means of improvement, aud not an end 
that w is thought to he desirable in itself. 

As the male practioally represents one- 
half of the breeding flock or herd, prepo¬ 
tency in the transmission of Ins better 
qualities is oue of the most valuable char- 
aoterisMcs he can possess. 

In case of marked prepotency, in which 
the ancestral history cf the animals can be 
traced, in-and-in breeding has beeu so gen¬ 
erally practiced, that we cinuot avoid the 
conclusion that the one is dependent upon 
the other. 

If the male is more highly bred tliaD the 
femaleB with which heisccapled.agreater 
uniformity in t,.. e offspring will be obtain- 
ed through the predominance of his char¬ 
acteristics. 

The great demand for high bred males 
by rbc best breeders of all classes of stock,’ 
is the cause of the prevailing high price of 
animals belonging to tbe most fashionable 


monkeys, parrots, and many other animals, 
it is said, rarely, if ever, breed when 
jected to man’s control. 

From the proceeding statement it, might 
be inferred that the state of domesticaium 
not favorable to feotihty, but we find, 
nevertheless, that domesticated varieties 
are more prolific thao the wild species. 

The greater fecundity of domesticated 
varieties, as compared with the wild 
species, is, in a great measure, owing to a 


lals that are free from constitutional 
defects, and the dauper arising from the 
teodenev of such uefects to become domi¬ 
nant in the offspring. 

It must, however, be admitted that it is 
an Important means of improvement when 
judiciously practiced, aud that it consti-

tence is something imperatively de¬ 
manded in the interest of the whole 
county, and especially of those muni 
oipalities which immediately surrouud 
this town. No doubt, ultimately, we 
shall see all the leading roads of the 
county macadamized, but in the 
meantime it is a duty to urge the 
opening up of the leading roads so as 
to give the farmers on every side of 
us convenient and suitable means of 
access to our market.

Successive Steps from Bail to 
W orse. 

(iraphlcall)’ Depleted by Mr. Blake. 

In the House of Commons on Friday 
Hon. Mr. Blake thus referred to the Mini¬ 
sterial changes of the last year: While the 
relations between the lion, gentleman and 
his colleagues in the Cabinet remained un¬ 
changed, the relations which the other 
members had been entirely altered.

ti e production of animals intended for the 
butcher, it may be well to consider some 
of the advantages arising from its judi 
cious practice for this purpose. 

A large proportion of our farm stock for 
a long time to come, must necessarily con¬ 
sist of ihe so-called “natives” and the 
grades that, have beeu produced from them 
hy venous crosses. Those animals have 
the udvanti ge of hardiness, bnt they are 
not good feeders, aud do not arrive at 
maturity at as early an age as the modern 
pu re breeds. 

When crossed with the best meat, pro¬ 
ducing breeds they are at once improved 
in important qualities in which they were 
before deficient while in the quality of 
their flesh they may be equal, if not 
siip-rior. to the more highly bred animals 
of the pure breeds, a superior breed. 

In the cross of a superior breed upon the 
average stock of the farm, the best results 
can only be obtained by abetter system of 
feeding than the original stock had been 
accustomed to. The old Scotch saying 
that “the breed is in the month” exp; esses 
an important truth instock management. 


RELATIVE INFLUENCE OF

PARENTS. 


n regard to the 
relative influence of parents upon their 
offspring, seme «f which,without sufficient 
reason, have been quite generally accepted 
as established physiological truths It is 
generally admitted as a fact proved, that 
in the ox. horse, and other domestic 
animals, the purer or less mixed the breed 
is, there is the gieatei probability of its 
transmitting to the offspring the qualities 
it no-senses, whether good or bad. 

Economical purposes have made the 
male in genera) the most important 
simply because he serves for a considerable 
number of females. 

The pmer «r less mixed the breed, the 
more likely it isto be transmitted unaltered 
to the offspring. 


Strange as this statement may appear, 
iere are many well authenticated cases on 
record that cannot be satisfactorily ex¬ 
plained on any other hypothesis. 

In 1815 a chestnut mare, seven-eighths 
Arabian, belonging to the Earl of Morton, 
was covered by a Qiiugga (a species of 
Zebra), the hybrid produce resembling the 
sire lu color and many peculiarities ot 
form. In 1817, 1818, and 1821 the same 
mare was cqyered bv a very flue black 
ArabiHU hor^e, anil produced successfully 
three foals, and, air,h,,ugh she had notseeii 
the quagga since 1816. they all bore his 
furious aud uuequivical markiugs. It is 
Stated, on the authority of Win. Goodwin, 
(eleriuarv surgeon to Her Majesty, that 
that establishment. 
iu Court), had foals 
which were by Act.ison. hut 
which presented exactly the marks of tile 
horse, Colouel; a white hind fetlock, for 
'instance, and a white murk or strip in tliei 
face, while Actaeou was perfectly free from 
white. The mares had all bred from 
Colonel the previous year.

Several years ago a Chester White sow 
belonging to the Michigan State Agricui 
turul College, had a litter of cross-hr-" I 
pigs by an Essex boar. The pigs were ah 
more or less spotted with black, but it 
several of them t.ie white predominat'd. 
The m xt season the same sow h id pigs by 
a pure Suffolk hoar, hut tliev al 1 had lilacs 
spots, and some of them were more than 
one-half tlacs. 

A Mr. Pyue, in Englaud, had two Span¬ 
ish pullets running with both a Spanish 
and Cochin cook. After they begin to 1 u 
the Cochin was removed, and six weeks 
after, the eggs were saved and set, but the 
chickens were feather legged, iu all other 
points resembling the Spanish. 

The inteusitv of the influence of the male 
may be impaired by mi excessive use of the 
pro-creative organs, and it has beeu observ¬ 
ed in fowls that wlmu the male is over¬ 
heated th« eggs are sometimes imperfectly 
impregnated. 

Mr. Wright remarks that it is a not,onons 
tact, that when a cock is over-h-ated. the 
eggs always hatch iu a very unsatisfactory 
manuer. 

The effects of an impaired influence of 
the male, 'n the process of pro.creation, 
upon his offspring, needs to he more fully 
investigated, but there ai-e many facts that 
indicate that this is in all probability a 
potent cause of degeneracy. 

FORM OF ANIMALS AS AN INDEX OF QUALITIES. 

The constitutional tendencies and general

Breeders of pure bred stock are aware 
of the importance of securing males of ex¬

Those who use males of their breeding, 
select them from a family . that is more 
highly bred, than the rest of tlieir stock. 

It seems to be the prevailing opinion 
that almost auy pure bred mule will 
answer the purpose of those who are breed¬ 
ing grades, and comparatively few think of 
making their selection iu accordance with 
any definite system. 

In the improvement of grade stock the 
breeder should h ive cluarly-defiiied ideas 
of the kind of animal he would produce, 
and the rules of the art that have beeu 
established by tLe breeders of pure bred 
animals will be the safest guides in his 
practice. 

Even for the purpose of improving 
grades it will he found more profitable to 
select a high bred animal of superior 
merit, than to use one that coat half tne 
money, whose qualities are not so well de- 

In the improvement of grades as well as 
pure b'vd animals, the selection of breed- 
mg stock must go bund in hand with a 
judicious system of feeding and manage¬ 
ment as the artificial characters, which are 
impressed by the male upon his offspring, 
cun only he retained through the influence 
of essentially the same conditions that 
originally produced them.

The tofal cash received on Beneficiary 
Fuud is 8121.028 ; this, with balance on 
hand, Jan. 1, 1885, 81,240.68, makes a total 
of $122,268.68, ont of which has been paid 
8116,181.81, leaving a balance of 86,068.87 
in bauk. 

The total cash received on General 
Fuud is 813,097.97; this with balance ou 
hand, Jan. 1, 1885. 86,585.49, makes a total 
of 319,683.46, out of which there has been 
paid 810,783.18, leaving a balance of 88,- 

900.28 in the bank. « 

Duriug the year there have been 58 

deaths. Since June 30, 1880, there have

The first named in each division 
is convener for the locality. 

On motion of Messrs. Robt. Lamarsh 
and J. C. Shepley, the report was receiv¬ 
ed and, adopted. 

The treasurer, J. H. Smart, then pre¬ 
sented a statement showing the expendi¬ 
ture of the Association on account of the 
revision of the Dominion Voters’ Lists 
to have been nearly 6600. 

It was resolved to have a membership 
fee for the members of the Riding Asso¬ 
ciation to defray necessary expenses. 

Reports were given by the representa¬ 
tives from the different townships in 
regard to the party prospects of their 
localities. The Tilbury West delegates 
characterized the statement made at the 
Conservative Convention that Tilbury 
West would give a large Tory majority 
as unfounded. It had only given 54 at 
the last election and would do as well, if 
not better for the Liberals at the next. 

The meeting adjourned at 12 o’clock, 
after transacting some other important 
business, to enable all to attend the 
public meeting in the Tabernacle. 

Owing to the delayed trains, it was after 
ten o’clock before the Hon. Mr. Mowat 
and party reached Essex Centre from 
Windsor, where they had arrived the pre¬ 
vious evening, and from whence they were 
accompanied by a delegation of Windsor 
Liberals. They were received by Presi¬ 
dent Arner, Dr. Brienand a number of 
other leading Liberals and carriages being 
in waiting, they immediately started for 
Kingsville, accompanied by the Essex 
Centre BrassBand. The morning,hav¬ 
ing been wet and drizzly, most of the 
conveyances had preceded them. Arriving 
at Kingsville at noon.thev were met at the 
Town Hall by Mr. Balfour,Vice-President 
Barrett and the members of the Liberal 
Association, yho had just concluded their 
annual meeting and who received them 
with three rousing cheers. All joined the 
procession, which was at once formed, and 
headed by the Band, proceeded to Grove- 
dale Park, through the village. Flags 
were flying from the Town Hall, the 
hotels and other buildings and Smart’s 
block was gaily decorated with flags. The 
threatening skies had cleared by noon and 
the weather was all that could be desired. 

At the Park large numbers of people 
had already assem bled and the Kingsville 
Cornet Band was on the ground as was 
also the Amherstburg Starlight Band, 
who had accompanied the excursion on the 
Dresden from Windsor, Amherstburg and 
Colchester.

Speech of James Brien, M. D, 

It is not my inteution to detain yon 
long at the present time, but I must say 
that I have hardly words to express the 
pleasure I feel in meeting here such a 
magnificent gathering of earnest faces. I 
know by your appearauce to-day that it is 
not merely an expression of bope, but it is 
one of implicit confidence that,at the com¬ 
ing election,a Tory government supported 
aud sustained by bribery and corruption 
aud false promises will be replaced by one 
in which the country can have confidence, 
a government which shall be based upon 
purity and a policy of justice to all. I 
have to take some exception to what my 
friend Mr. Balfour says, iu regard to Sir 
John A. Maodonald being a doctor. I do 
not wish that he should be known as one 
of the profession. (A voice—Because he 
is a quarik)—Yes, sir, he is a quack. I 
object to classing him as a doctor, because 
a skilled physioiau will use medicine 
so that it will have the desired ef¬ 
fect ; but it pleases me to say that upon 
thiB occasion the medicine ot Sir John A. 
Macdonald has not had the desired effect. 
It has acted as a boomerang to his own 
party. I think there is much due to Mr. 
Balfour, aided by active members of the 
Liberal party, who have worked so nobly 
ifud so faithfully during the beginning of 
this campaign, as it were, and who will 
continue to work, because reward is 
certain. A man, after attaining a 
position of trust at the bands of the peo¬ 
ple, one of the most honorable positions 
that can be given a man, does not deserve 
to be praised for the simple fact that he 
is honest. His own natural good sens* 
should dictate, ingratitude to you, in re 
turn for the honor aud trust you have con¬ 
ferred upon him, that he should support 
the policy that is best for you, and not on 
all and every ocoasiou trying to do some¬ 
thing to put money in his own pocket.

The Reform party eau come to you aud 
ask you for your support with confidence.

Iu tkia country tbe taxation 
is high,but tbe taxation is not sufficient to 
meet the demands of the Tory government 
and the Tory hangers-on that follow that 
government, and the consequence is that 
we are adding year aft-r year to that public 
debt, instead of wiping it out. Let that go 
on for 20 years longer and what is the posi¬ 
tion the two couutritts will ocoupy toward 
each other ?

But 
no, tbe great constitutional lawyer had 
declared that the Crooks Act was a docu¬ 
ment not worth tbe paper upon which it 
was written, aud yon might as well talk 
to stone walls as to talk to his blind 
followers to the contrary. It was not 
very long until we had the constitutional¬ 
ity of that Act tested. In the meantime, 
before the next session of Parliament, tbe 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
had pronounced tbe Crooks Act a valid

' The last speaker of the day was the 
Hon. George W. Ross, who, after being 
introduced to the audience, spoke 
follows 1 :— 

Mr. Cfabiftnan, Ladies and Gentlemen : 
I Bupposee yon have noticed, as I have 
noticed to-day, that in all our wanderings 
we he^r qpd • see some things that are 
pleasant, and'hear |and see some things 
that are not bo pleasant. While Bitting pn 
the platform listening to the speeches 
and reflecting upon the oircumstanceB on 
which we are assembled, I thought bow 
fully^that is illustrated in connection with 
the work to day. In the first place, it w*s 
exceedingly pleasant for me to look down 
upon th5 large audience assembled in the 
Biding. It is a proof that yon take a deep 
and intelligefut interest in political matters 
which I ta'ke to be an earnest of the 
qlectioh which will he held a few months 
treqce. It was also pleasant for me to 
learn thap my friend and colleagne. Air 
Rhffu'ur,' received the unanimous support 
of the Eiberal party in this Riding. Let 
ifle kay, as one associated with him for 
ttfrteeyears, that I believe be deserves 
that ‘unanimous support, and I believe yon 
felt be deserve 1 it when you gave it to him 
sb cordially. It was also pleasant for me 
to notice in this large audience quite a 
number of the women of this Riding. 
This seemed to me like an endorsement of 
the action of the administration to which 
I have the honor to belong, of our Liberal 
policy in giving tbe women of Ontario the 
franchise in municipal matters, and that 
the women came here to-day to express in 
tbe kind way in which womeD always ex¬ 
press their feelings, by their presence 
here, their hearty approval of the Mowat 
admioistrati. n. But ft me turn to the 
other side, which ie not quite so appr< • 
priate or pleasant. I regret very much to 
learn that in this campaign we aie about 
to enter upon, tha 1 , insteadjof discussii g 
the great issue which a free people should 
always discuss at an election, it is quite 


likely*that our friend Mr. Balfour will be 
attacked ou personal grounds. Will you 
allow me to say, in all kindness, that it is 
of no couoern to ns in Ontario whether he 
is a Protestant or Catholic, all We want 
to know is whether he is a good, honest, 
careful legislator. We de not waut to 
know anything about his religious faith. 
Secondly.it is very mueb to be regretted 
tbat, from tbe key-note given to tbe cam¬ 
paign by tbe gentleman who has tbe honor 
of leading the forlorn hope on tbe other 
side, Mr. Balfour is to be attacked, be. 
cause he did what every honest man knows 
to be a manly and heroic act, that is, he 
exposed the Tory conspiracy framed for 
the overthrow of the MowaJ administra¬ 
tion. Sir, if you read history, what do 
you find ? You will find that every man 
who came to rescue a State, in whatever 
way it may be, is regarded by every good 
citizen as worthy of the highest praise. 
Take one of the circumstances in the his¬ 
tory of Cauada. Iu the war of 1812, some 
troops of the American army.were quarter¬ 
ed in the house of Mrs. Secord, who was 
forced to receive them, and she heard 
them plotting the overthrow of the British 
army, wbat did she do ? She travelled 23 
miles in the dead of night to inform the 
British troops that an attack was to be 
made on the British forces,and very likely 
.that attack would have been successful 
unless they were forewarned. They were 
forewarned, and Canada was saved by her 
heroism. Mr. Balfour knew that 
an unconstitutional attack was being 
made on the government of tbe 
Province of Ontario, and being forwarued 
he forewarned the members of tbat 
Government and the attack failed ; and if 
there is auy man who is worthy of the 
highest encomiums for the risk he ran 
and for his self-deDiai, it is the man who 
exposed tbat plot and pat as in the way of 
defending ourselves against tbe attack of 
the enemy (Applause). I am very sorry, 
then, tbat instead of attacking the Mowat 
administration if they have done wrong, 
they have in this picayune way sought to 
snatch a victory, which is a thoosaod 
miles away from them, by attacking tbe 
man who exposed their corruption and 
rascality. And I am very sorry to hear 
that my very hospitable and esteemed 
and story-loving triend, Lewis Wigle, has 
fallen from grace and not ODly has he 
fallen from grace, but has gone into the 
w uermel >u| business. (Laughter). We 
sat together in the House of Commons 
for one session and I have seen him with 
an old hat and four or five samples of 
cotton, laying tbe foundation, as I thought, 
of a great statesman. I hid expected 
great things from my friend Mr. Wigle. 
Of course you can do wonders with an old 
hat, if you|are clever. (Laughtei). But if 
he had confined himself to practice with 
an old hat he would be a brilliant man to¬ 
day; but he fell upon evil times and the 
result will be tbat when the ballots are 
couDted at tbe next election, tbe old hat 
w5l have departed and he will have gone 
out Af the watermelon business (Laughter) 
In the qlectiou that will come off in 1887 
you will be asked to judge between the 
policy of tbe present leader at Toronto 
and tbe policy of Mr. Meredith, the leader 
of tbe Opposition. Tbe best way to judge 
of ns is by what we have done. On the 
other side it is all promises,and you kDow 
'that promises are sometimes like pie crust 
made to be broken. But on our reoord 
let us stand or fall. I am ready for one 
to go out on it at any moment public in- 
terest requires others to take my place.Wt 
come to the people of Ontario now,we will 
come to them when the opportunity offers 
frankly and honestly to say to them ‘ If 
you want us, say so, if you don’t want ns. 
say so.”|The Government must go on.and 
if it does not go on with us, it will with 
somebody else. Wbat is our record ? let 
us take a bird’s-eye view of it, and first 
let me, it I can, bring down our policy by 
analogy the ordinary affairs of life. 
You want in a Reeve, you waut in society 
men of progressive disposition ; as I’under- 
stand public opiuiou as I understand the 
genius of the country, Ontario would have 
nothing! bo do with a Government tbat 
was remiss in its duty to tbe people or 
slow in leading public opinion towards 
improvement of every character. And 
for instance,look at our railway policy as 
a proof of the progressive character of our 
government. We have a revenue of over 
82,000,000 : the party has been in power 
14 or 15 years, and daring tbat time has 
heen engaged in developing the Province 
of Ontario by means of railway enterprises. 
And how have we done it ? Have we done 
,t as Sir John A. Macdonald did with the 
CauaJiau Pacific ? No, we bave done it out 
of the ordinary revenue of the Province 
of Ontario. We bave not imposed 
one dollar of debt, and through us, 
over 817,000,000 have been expended 
within this Province and at tbe back of 
all tbat we bave a respectable surplus 
into tbe bargain. I say that policy is 
worthy of yonr approval. You bave tax¬ 
ed yourself for drainage iu tbe County of 
Essex. I came into this county a good 
many years ago when there was a good 
deal more Bwampage than there is to day. 
It has been changed by your energy, it 
has been changed at yonr cost.it has been 
changed by the enterprise of your muni¬ 
cipalities, and you will get your reward iu 
good arable land by and by. And how 
has this country been developed, East 
and West, North aud South 1 Largely by 
the enterprise and energy of the Ontario 
Government in enoouraging municipalities 
to build railways, to open up the laud.put 
a market near to every farmer and give 
him a good market not only for bis water¬ 
melons but also for his wheat. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) Do yon waut such a policy in the 
Province of Ontario ? Conservatives point 
to the Pacific Railway as one of the great¬ 
est achievements of Sir John A. Macdon¬ 
ald's government. Say, for tbe sake of 
argument, that it is ; nodonbtitis; but 
yon are burdened with a large amount of 
debt in order to accomplish it. We have 
accomplished our railway enterprises 
without borrowing money and without 
addmg to your debt. Take our policy iu 
tbe settlement of Northwest lands! We 
bave settled a large part of tbe district of 
Muekoka. we bare settled 2.000,000 acres 
there. vVe bave expended ahouta million 
and a quarter on roads there, and all for 
wbat ? In order tbat it mignt be easy 
for tbe settler to get to his lands an i tbat 
tbe lands might become marketable and 
valuable, and there are 27,000 settlers 
there. Does not that add something to 
tbe strength and greatness of this country? 
Wbat would Ontario be to-day unless 
some enterprise had been shown by its 
Government and its people in tbe settle¬ 


ment of these lands. Tbe early settler 
had to make his own roads. There is each 
a competition between Canada and tbe 
United States that we must furnish every 
iuduoement to tbe settler, aud we are do¬ 
ing so, without a war on onr hands, with¬ 
out a war with tbs Indians, without any 
disturbance with tbe agents, I travelled 
there two years ago. and yon will find 
there considerable prosperity, considering 
this is a new country. You have repeat¬ 
edly said to the present Government of 
Ontario “ You did well iu regard to the 
railroads, you did well: in regard to the 
settlement of Muskoka, you have carried 
it on well, continue to do so. aud you have 
not only oui benedictions, but our hearty 
support.” Our policy progressive. 
The Ontario Government has done 
much to aid tue people in loc«l mat- 
ters. S&ndfield Maodobald gave 851,000 
a year for agricultural matters. Last year 
we gave over 876 000 to agricultural socie¬ 
ties. We aid a'societyof Entomology, we 
aid tbe Dairymen's Association, we aid 
the Bee-Keepers'Association, we aid the 
Poultry Associations and kindred associ¬ 
ations" connected with agrionltnre. We 
aid the Agricnltnral College, and some¬ 
times people say we are extravagant in 
this, hut I bad the ( proud satisfaction in 
London, England, thy other day, in talk¬ 
ing with one of the professors of the"Lon- 
don University, to behr him say that in 
all his inquiries in France, Germany,Eng¬ 
land and the United Slates and Canada, 
he believed that the Agricultural College 
iD Ontario was theljest organized, the 
best equipped aud the best managed in 
the world. I just give frou his exact words. 
And wbat has all tba| beeu done for ? We 
might have boarded Ibat moDev and bave 
had a larger surplus ;kve might'bave spent 
it in providing offices lor onr friends ; we 
might have spent it in providing rooms at 
Toronto as well as atjCHtawa. But not so 
with the Ontario Government. We saw 
on looking over the Province of Ontario, 
with one thousand i nllions of dollars iu- 
veBted in farming 1# ids, with half a mil 
lion people giving all their time and energy 
to agricultural purs! its, tbat the prosper¬ 
ity of Ontario dep« uded upon the pros 
perity of the agrietui nral classes, aud we 
said, if we have any money to spare from 
other public and neopssary purposes, that 
we can spare, tbereus none so highly de-- 
serving of it and in whose interest it can 
be more benefieiall expended than with 
the rural classes, ai 1 we bave in the last 
four years given ov< r a million and a half 
for purposes of that kind. A Government 
that does that is a Jovernment which has 
some claim to youi support. 

Look at our trea went of public chan¬ 
ties and institutio is of a similar kind ! 
Take for ipstanoe onr asylums. When 
Sandfield Macdonald left office, the last 
year he was in office he spent one hun¬ 
dred and one thousand dollars and odd, 
and he provided by that expenditure for 
the comfort of 1.8Cp patients. From th it 
time the necessities of the country bave 
grown very much. We had last year to 
provide for 5,506 patients. It is very sad¬ 
dening indeed to ibink tbat we are all 
liable to those severe calamities by which 
reason is dethroned and by which men 
are rendered incapable of taking care of 
themselves. We ,bave many patients now 
who are takgp care of at the public ex¬ 
pense, who were formerly provided for at 
private expense aud in county gaols. We 
expended 8612,000 for the maintainance of 
onr asylums and public charities of tbat 
kind. And why bo ? Because we want 
to relieve the people of this country of 
these burdens. Iu Great Britain you will 
find that these are maintained by local 
tax ; in the United States by municipal 
taxation. Iu the province of Optario.and 
in that province oply in the Dominion 1 
believe, these institutions are maintained 
entirely and fully land freely out of tbe 
publio revenues of the Province of Onta¬ 
rio. Aud I say tbkt they are maintained 
economically. Iu the United States tbe 
average cost of a pitient is 8227. In On¬ 
tario it is 8134. H ould jon ask us to do 
less ? We answer we cannot do less ; if 
less is to be dque, yon must get men who 
will do less. It is onr policy to provide 
freely and liberally for those unfortunates 
who caunot take care of themselves. 
There are 180 blind children at the Blind 
A-ylum at Brantfoj-d; some of tbe children 
learn to make shoes, some lo make bask¬ 
ets of wicker work. At the Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum at Belleville, similar provisiou is 
made. We canuot do less, for our con¬ 
viction of duty is tjiat wherever there is 
suffering we must (Uleviate it; we must 
be eyes to the bliudi we must be ears to 
the deaf. It is ou* duty as an enlighten- 
ed, civilized, Christian community to 
cheer those who baive been sufferers from 
misfortune aud disease ; and so long as 
we remain in power onr policy will be in 
that regard just what it has been. 

Then look at onr polioy on edncational 
matters. In tbe last 14 years we bave 
expended over $6.0(0,006 in aid of educa¬ 
tion. My department last year spent 
over half a million, will spend the same 
this year, and I hope to be able to expend 
more liberallv in tbe future. Aud why 
do we do so?" We do bo advisedly, know¬ 
ing right well tbat the prosperity depends 
upon the thorough education of the people. 
There is not amau here to-day that would 
sell his education ick tbe best farm ir 
Essex. And many of ns who caunot leavi 
to onr children bouses and lands, offices 
and sinecures,take comfort to ourselves ' 
reflecting tbat we can at least in t 
Province of Ontario leave them a liberal 


education,ai.d having that we know they 
can hold their heads up before their fellow 
men. and perhaps, by an 1 by. attain to 
something honorable and do their duty by 
their fellow men. I do not say tbat 
onr system of education is faultless, but 1 
do say advisedly that an a system it stands 
second to no other system known to me 
at least, and as a prool of its many 
admirable qualities we find that it is 
being copied to-day iu one of the Aus¬ 
tralian colonies, and tbe public school 
system of tbe State of Tenuessee is 
modeled on onr system; and Matthew 
Arnold, at the instance of the British 
government, went to Germany to inquire 
iuto their system, aDd in pointing out to 
the educational department of England 
the many excellent features of the Ger¬ 
man system, Matthew Arnold actually, 
without knowing it, pointed out the many 
salient features of tbe educational system 
of tbe Province of Ontario. We could 
have shown him just as good a system, 
wecould have shown his ideally perfect 
system, in onr little Province. Let us 
see wbat we are doing comparatively. 
Sandfield Macdoneld,the last year he was 


in office expended upon our education 
8351,000. Last year we spent 8533.000,• 
That is, we increased bis expenditure by 
over 51 per cent., that is.speaking of every 
public school in the province of Ontario ‘ 

I am not speaking of individual schools, 
but of the whole. The public schools of 
the Provinoe of Ontario to day are getting, 
fifty per cent, more money from tbe On¬ 
tario government than they were getting 
in Sandfield Macdonald’s time. Tbat may 
not apply to each individual school, but! 
it applies to the Provinoe of Ontario as w 
whole. That is our liberality so far ksj 
our education is concerned. Some people 
say it costs more to run the machine,that) 
is, that it costs more for departmental 
expenditure now than it did in Sandfielcj 
Macdonald’s time. Of the snm voted by 
tbe Legislature in Sandfield's time far 
school purposes,28 per cent, was expended 
departtnentally; of the snm which (s 
voted now only 18 per cent, is expended 
departtnentally, a far smaller sum pro¬ 
portionately for officers of the department 
than was expended in Sandfield Macdou- 
ald’s time. Therefore a larger properties 
of the sum voted by the Legislature f'ir 
educational purposes goes to the people 
than in Sandfield’s time. There are 
I objections made to the Department of 
i which I am the head. In tbe first placle, 
i they say that the School Law is so often 
j changed cbift no one can understand it. I 
admit that tbe school law has been 
j changed a good deal, but what is true of 
school law is true of Division Court law 
of Municipal law, of law of every kifld 
almost, a.bd I hold this, that if there is 
any grievance in regard to sohool matters 
that can be relieved by legislation, we 
mustuot be deterred from legislating by 
the childish objection that we are chang¬ 
ing the law. Two years ago I bronght in a 
.Consolidated School Act, which received 
tbe approval of tbe Legislature. We 
have only changed one word in tbat Act 
from tbat time, and I believe five yeaks 
will elapse before any obange is mauie. 
You will observe, however, if you will 
look over tbe last School Act submitted 
to you, tbat in many respects it is perhaps 
tbe simplest School Actyou ever reoeived. 
It is shorter by one-b&lf than the oilier 
and contains tbe same provisions sub¬ 
stantially. Some people say the school 
readers are being changed very often. 
Tbat is not true. I went to school in 1846, 
on the first day of May. The readers 
that were in use in 1846 were used jin 
ordinary schools down to 1867, the year 
I ceased teaching, that is, they were in 
use 21 years. Dr. Ryerson changed them 
in 1867, and we continued with the bocjks 
be introduced down to 1884 ; tbat is to say, 
iu 38 years yon had one change only in 
realers. In 1884 I prepared, with tbe 
aid of some competent men, a series of 
readers that I believe will be in nbe 20 
years, though perhaps in ten years it will 
; be found tbat these readers will be improv¬ 
ed upon. In school hooks as well as in 
agricultural implements and other things, 
there mu9t be improvements consistent 
with tbe development aud progress of 
tbe age, and I do not want the teachers 
of the Province of Ontario to be working 
with tools not suited to tbe purpose. 
Now, let us take up other books than 
readers. Tbe changes that aro made in 
other books, unless made departmental^, 
are made with the concnrrence of the, 
trustees. Take yom^geographies,histories 
j aud grammars, tbero has been only (be 
. change since 1872, and there can be no 
book changed in any school in tbe County 
of Essex any more, unless changed by tbe 
Department, except with the concurrence 
of the Inspector and Trustees. If you do 
not waut these changes, elect Trustees 
who wi'l not make them. It can only be 
done with concnrrence of the Inspector 
and Trustees, bo that these ebauges iD 
text books can only be made with yonr 
concurrence. But I claim that some of 
these changes are made in the pnblic 
interest.* I have endeavored to bieak up 
what has been a peculiar monopoly,, for 
many years. I will give yon an instance. 
VVe have drawing now taught in evei y 
school in tbe Province of Ontario ; we are 
giving onr sons and daughters a course in 
drawing, which will be us£ul, particularly 
to those wtfo may become mechanics". 
Wben I assumed office, there was a draw¬ 
ing hook used in our schools of 24 pages, 
sold for 15 cents. I believed tbat book 
was too dear and too small, aud I secured 
a book of 52 pages, Bold for 10 cents.which 
has resulted in the saving of at least 
820,000 to the people of Ontario, five cents 
apiece to those who study the subject, even 
if they only use one book a year; and, 
besides, according to the judgment of 
experts, not only is tbe book cheaper,' but 
it is better for the purpose intended. "We 
sometimes say our opponents do not give 
ns full credit. Let that be one iiem. 
j Wben I assumed office there was a history 
used, an English history, at 30 cents, ana 
a Canadian history, 30 cents,tbe two being 
sold for 60 cents. Daring tbe last year I 
had prepared by competent men a book in 
which tbe English and Canadian history 
appeared in one book,and the two together 
are selling for 35 cents, instead of 60 
cents as formerly. aDd there are 100.009 
children compelled by law to study those 
subjects. We are saving 825,000 in the 
matter of that be ok alone. Wben 1 
assumed office there was one book tbat 
was selling for one dollar because the 
publisher bad tbe monopoly of it. Now 
it is being sold for 35 cents. Another 
book was sold for $1.50, which is now 
being sold ior 50 cents. We think that 
every dollar saved to the ratepayer in the 
matter of books will be saved for other 
purposes. I say tbat onr policy on educa- 
tioual matters has been a generous policy 
yet tbe greatest expenditure is made by 
you. We give you half a milliou, and 
you expend about three millions. It is 
exceedingly desirable on our part, inas¬ 
much as onr expenditure leads to a large 
expenditure on your part, tbat we should 
do something beyond placing onr money 
properly, because it is to be doubled, 
sometimes trebled and even quadrupled 
by yon. Now a word as to the high 
school. Yon have a high school at Essex 
Centre a credit to the County of Essex, 
where your sons and daughters can be 
benefited. And the same may be 
said in regard to onr model schools. We 
bave one at Windsor, and yon will 
probably have others, where yonr sodb 
can receive education. We bave so en¬ 
deavored to improve the educational sys¬ 
tem that every child oan recieve at least 
the elements of education. I bave lately 
beeD to tbe old lands, aDd 1 found in 
England and Ireiand and some parts of 
Scotland tbat little boys and girls could 
not receive education unless they bronght a 


penny every Monday morning,and 2-pence 
wben in the second book, and three pence 
, in the third book. In Ontario it is all 
free ; every child, irrespective of his social 
position or wealth or color, can go aDd 
get an education, and if he has brains and 
integrity he can perhaps sit down with 
the best in the land. And so in regard to 
the separate schools. In the last three 
years we have appointed two Separate 
School Inspectors, whose business it iB to 
visit those Separate Schools and give 
directions to the teacberB as to how to 
conJnct those Bcbools, when necessary. 
And as the result the Separate Schools 
have now better opportunities of securing 
a good education than |before. With re¬ 
gard to the passage of Mr. Davis’ barris¬ 
ter Bill, I wish to say tbat the Govern¬ 
ment of Ontario are bound to see justice 
done to all men, irrespective of nationali¬ 
ty creed or color. 

Oue word I have to say and I have 
done. Onr policy as a government, I be¬ 
lieve, is a manly policy. If there ie any¬ 
thing we desire or appreciate in an op- 
ponent, it is manliness ; if there is any¬ 
thing we appreciate tu a citizen.it is man¬ 
liness. Mr. Mowat lias referred to onr 
action in regard to the boundary award. 
If any of you will carefully consider the 
position in which we were placed,then yon 
will see tbat nothing on our part except 
the utmost determination, nothing save a 
courage that would not be appalled in tbe 
most serious of difficulties, sustained us 
then. Look at Sir JohD, with the pres¬ 
tige of a great leader, with all the resources 
of the Dominion at bis back, with some 
of tbe other Provinces possibly aiding and 
abetting him in hie design, trying to de¬ 
spoil Ontario of her rights, aided and 
abetted latterly by the Opposition in the 
Local Honse, aided aud abetted by Mr. 
Meredith, aided and supported by other 
gentlemen, and in this Riding by such as 
Mr. Coste ; depriving this Province of its 
due and proper rights. What could we 
do ? We might have proposed to Sir 
John, “ Take that strip of laud and let os 
have peace and quiet.” But no; we went 
down to several battlefields with thii 
great constitutional lawyer, we met him 
wherever we were challenged to meet 
him, aDd we succeeded in teaching £im a 
a little more constitutional law than he 
had ever learned before. I say we have 
conducted a manly struggle,led on so vali¬ 
antly by onr leader, of wbom I am proud 
and of whom you are all so proud. And. 
wbeu Sir John proposed to take control 
) of the liquor licenses be was going to do- 
tbe fiddling, bnt we would not dance—tbe 
other man had to dance, and we retained 
control over our rights. The same with the 
Escheats, and tbe s-one with tbe Streams 
Bill, and the same with the present con¬ 
test with Sir John. Shall you then thrust 
out these men who bave fought so success¬ 
fully five or six battles for you, and who 
have more battles to fight which are im¬ 
portant. or will you haDd the reins over 
to this Napoleon of vours, who, like tbe 
old Napoleon, will no donbt be defeated. 
We bave to determine yet whether we give 
deeds for onr lands in the NortbwestTerri- 
tories, that is m a certain district, or 
whether Sir John gives the title. The old 
titles are iD us. Sir John says no. We 
went to the Superior Courts and the 
judgement decided they are in us. Then 
we weDt to the Court of Appeals and 
the Court of Appeals decided unanimously 
that we were right. Sir John would not 
accept tbat and be took the question to be 
the Supreme Court and we will get a ver¬ 
dict from tbe Supreme Court, and if that 
does not satisfy him we will get a verdict 
from the Privy Council. That is a great 
battle to be fought. And I ask you in the 
coming contest to support those who will 
fight this battle for you with manliness 
and courage. Wellington was said to 
tbv hero of a hundred fights. He was 
said never to bave losta battle. We can¬ 
not lose this one, because we believe 
we are strong in tbe affections and 
sympathies of tbe people. I heard a 
story told of a man fiabiDg for trout; some¬ 
body came along and asked how many 
trout he had caught There was a nibble 
at his bait, aud he said, “ When I get this 
one and two others I will have three.” 
Tbat is about the position of the men who 
are seeking to get the South Riding of 
Essex. There is a little nibbling, and 
when they bave that and two others they 
will have three. We are quite willing they 
shall fish for trout hero, for we know they 
1 have not, yet the proper bait, because the 
bait should be common sense and honesty. 
We do not put timber limits on our hook; 
we do not put five cents added on 
watermelons od • nr hooks. (Laughter). 
We bait onr hooks with common sense 
and honesty, and Jwith that bait we 
bave got a majority in the Province of 
Outario, and have had ever since 1871, 
and will, get it now because tbat is the 
proper bait. Iu conclusion I can 'only 
say I believe yon will do your 

duty. Why should you not ? You have 
tbe intelligence and manliness to do it. 
But yon need not say a hard or unkind 
thing about our opponents. We can 
speak plainly of a man’s doings neverthe¬ 
less. IfamaDgot a timber limit, we 
can say he got it. there is nothing wrong 
in saying it; and if any man signed a 
declaration and did it wrongly, say it, and 
pin him right down to it. Bnt I depre¬ 
cate tbe angry tom-6 of elections. Con- 
oervatives love their country as Reform¬ 
ers do, aDd in these great electoral con¬ 
tests, what do we enter upon them for ? 
If any of you think it is an easy and pleas* 
rot thing to engage in pnblic life and ser¬ 
vice, if any of you thick it is a pleasant 
thing to govern a country, come up and 
try it. There is something gratifying in 
the appreciation of onr constituencies 
; but tbe pleasure of power and the plea¬ 
sure of office is a t ling that looks like 
bil s that are green lar away ; when you 
come down to tbe toil and work of it, it is 
far more pleasant t • plow a ten-acre field 
and reap a harvest, of 30 bnshels to the 
acre than to draw the salary and bear the 
annoyances and burdens of office. Buten- 
ter iuto this contest like men. I believe 
Mr. Balfour will conduct it honestly ; I 
believe he will have tbe support of good 
citizens, irrespective of creed and color. 
Go into the contest like men, and,Liberals 
of Essex, give my friend Mr. Balfonr such 
a majority, at any (N. A.) cost as will 
place him at the bead of tbe polls, and 
that will vindicate yonr appreciation of 
good government and honest legislation. 
(Loud Applause.) 

Three cheers were then given for the 
Queen, the Hon. Mr. Mowat, Mr. Bal¬ 
four and Dr. BneD, aud the proceedings 
terminated.
